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Grammar translation 
method 


(classical method) 
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- The traditional method of language teaching, where 
students are introduced to grammar and vocabulary, with 
direct translation, and the student is assigned to 
memorization. 


- This method is not effective as an objective and a teaching 
method in itself. 


- This method omits important language skills such as 
speaking and listening skills. 
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- The method of learning is to refrain from using the 
learner's mother tongue. 


The idea that learning the second language should be an 
imitation of how a person learns the first language. When 
the child begins learning to speak, he relies on imitating 
the exits of words, training on them and repeating them, 
then uses these words to express himself and form 
sentences. 

According to this method, language learning, reading and 
writing, should remain a somewhat later stage for the 
longest period of time possible, just as it happened while 
learning a first language. 
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- Students listen to/or watch recordings of different 
situations examples of second language speakers. 

- Students practice a variety of exercises. 

- Because of the weakness in the performance and the 
scientific return of this method, it is rarely the main 


method for teaching the second language. 


- Itis used as an aid for teaching and training on exam 


patterns in international language exams . 
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- Communicative Language Teaching (CLT) is an approach to 
language teaching with an emphasis on both human 


interactions 


- Although there are many criticisms of this approach, it is still 


popular, especially in Europe. 


- In recent years, educational patterns that follow this approach 


have emerged. Such as: 


TBLL "Task-based language learning" 
Also known as: Task-based language teaching (TBLT). 


or task-based instruction (TBI). 
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- This approach sees students being in a situation where they 
must use a foreign language, with or without prior experience. 


- It creates fluency in speaking . 


- But it lacks accuracy in use.
